To Mulch or Not to Mulch? That isn't simply the possibly question you ought to approach 
yourself when you are looking for revolving style trimmer edges. To get the right sharp 
edge and sort of cutting edge for your cutter, there are a few bits of information that you 
want. 


¢ The producer of the cutter - is the trimmer by Exmark, Hustler Turf, Snapper, Cub 
Cadet, Toro, John Deere, and so on? 


¢ The model of the trimmer - on the off chance that it is an Exmark cutter, is it a Vantage, 
Lazer Z; if a Hustler, is it a Zeon or Sport, or another model. Every maker has more than 
one sort. 


e What is the size of the deck? The deck size is typically recorded in inches, for example, 
42". Decks differ in size from 21" to 72". The size decides the quantity of sharp edges 
required. A few trimmers take just a single edge where others take three. 


e What is the measurement of the middle opening? Some middle openings range in size, 
others are star formed. Certain cutting edges have 3 openings. Note what kind you have 
and the measurement. 


e What was the length of the edge before use. Sharp edges can shrivel because of 
utilization. The metal really starts to chip off on some more affordable edges. Knowing the 
length of an unused sharp edge can assist you with finding the right cutting edge quicker 


When you know the response to those inquiries, you can handle what sort of sharp edge to 
get. Mulching and non-mulching are actually the main two primary kinds of edges. 
Mulching edges cut the grass off forcefully and into little pieces that it stores back onto the 
yard. The vast majority utilize these when they are not sacking the remaining parts yet 
plan to leave them on as mulch. Lift sharp edges tear at the grass as they twist and lift the 
clippings into a grass catcher or shoots them back on the yard through a side-shooter.
